NEW MEYERLAND SUBDIVISION 
IS PARADE OF HOMES SITE 

Officials of the Houston Home Builders Association are grate- 
ful to the developers of Meyerland subdivision for making 30 
lots available for the Spring Parade of Homes. The 1200-acre 
tract is ideally suited for a gigantic Parade, because of its ac- 
cessibility and large parking areas. 

The story of Meyerland is a part of the story of Houston. The 
tract now being developed is a part of over 6,000 acres of land GEORGE MEYER 

which has been in the Meyer family for over 60 years. The land was originally purchased, section by 
section, by Joseph F. Meyer, Sr., after he brought his family to Houston from Germany in 1868. 
Mr. Meyer established the Joseph F. Meyer Hardware Company, still located at Franklin and Milam 
in Houston. As he prospered, he began buying up the land between Buffalo and Brays Bayou as a 
long-range investment. This land, then far from the "city," was used very little in those 60 years 
except by rice farmers and small cattle growers. When in 1933, Joseph Meyer died, the land was di- 
vided among his sons, George, Frank, and Josepli Meyer, Jr. This year, over 20 years after his 
father's death, George Meyer decided to have 1200 acres of his share of the tract developed. 

He chose Tom Robinson, Jr., President of the First Mortgage Company, to plan the subdivision 
and head the Meyerland Company. Mr. Meyer has made this choice because as he says, "I want 
Meyerland to provide homes for many families and I want the area to be a credit to the Meyer 
family." 

The residential development provides rigid building restrictions, architectural control, and pro- 
fessional landscaping. The smallest lot contains at least 9,000 square feet, and the average front- 
age is 75 feet. Distances between houses vary, but fourteen feet is the closest homes will be built to 
one another, and no house will be less than 25 feet from the street. 

A deep well and a million-gallon storage tank guarantee the entire area a plentiful supply of clean, 
fresh water. Meyerland's water system, built under the supervision of the City of Houston, has been 
incorporated with the City system, and is operated under City ownership. It meets all engineering 
requirements of the Houston regional water plan. 

Meyerland is unique in its price range. The developers offer the homeowner realistic protection 
of his investment through enforced restrictions, permanent maintenance, and planned landscaping. 
Meyerland is designed to be a source of lasting pride and satisfaction to every Meyerland resident.

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'JpHE first h-bomb shelter ever erected in a 
speculative house is featured in the home at 
5 102 Jackwood sponsored by the Houston Home 
Builders Association. While national civilian de- 
fense chiefs talk about mass evacuation of cities, 
something is actually being done in Houston and 
the Parade of Homes. 

Association officials arranged with Weldon F. 
Appelt, president of the Clear Span Engineering 
Co., for inclusion of the bomb shelter in the As- 
sociation home. Appelt and his firm are the origi- 
nator and manufacturer of the shelter. Called 
the "Para-Cap" shelter, it has a parabolic roof 
with every outside piece curved to absorb and 
resist shock and blast. The shelter is entered from 
a stairway off the kitchen. The shelter has an 
emergency exit through the round tunnel cap 
which has a circular eyepiece in the tunnel cap 
for observation. 



A separate air intake through the filter peri- 
scope changes the air every 15 minutes. It will 
accommodate up to 10 persons comfortably for 
a week or more. It has a diameter of 14 feet and 
utilizes every inch of space. It can be used as a 
utility room, extra bedroom, children's play- 
room, den, study, workshop or storage room. 

Mr. Appelt says that the shelter will with- 
stand pressures exerted kv the heaviest known 
H-bomb in any area §tm miles from the blast's 
center. This means protection in four of the five 
civil defense evacuation zones. Mr. Appelt ob- 
served the recent H-bomb tests at Las Vegas at 
the request of Val Peterson, Federal Civil De- 
fense chief. Defense officials have been most 
praiseworthy in discussing Mr. Appelt's under-* 
ground shelter,

the Parade. Designed by Edmund Langwith and Robert 
King, with Wilson, Morris & Crain, A. I. A., consulting 
architects, the home is located at 5102 Jackwood Street. 

Landscape design is by Fred Buxton, Ralph Cobb and 
James E. O'Rourke. The home features the indoor-outdoor 
living theme extensively and the landscaping experts have 
been given a free rein in making this home outstanding. 
A large walled courtyard at the front provides a won- 
derful "outdoor" living room and the home also boasts 
two inner courtyards. 

The well-publicized H-bomb shelter is reached through 
a stairway off the kitchen. Erected by Clear Span Engi- 
neering Company, the shelter has been highly praised by 
national civil defense experts. 

The "builders' " home is gas air-conditioned by Servel, has three bedrooms, two baths including a separate bath for 
the master bedroom, family room, living room, separate dining room, dream kitchen and breakfast area. The kitchen 
includes built-in range, refrigerator, oven, freezer, dishwasher and garbage disposer. Kitchen design and installation 
is by Avalon Mills. 

Most of the house features a unique beamed ceiling arrangement, with acoustical plaster. The kitchen panel lighting 
system is the first used in a speculative house to our knowledge in the Southwest, 

Other features of the home include an intercommunication system, telephones in the bathrooms as well as other areas, 
polished flagstone in the kitchen, family room and breakfast area, "Touch-Plate" low voltage lighting system through- 
out and a floor-to-ceiling brick fireplace wall-and-cabinets in the living room. Frank Ogren served as supervising builder 
in behalf of the Association. The home will be placed on sale following completion of the Parade. For further informa- 
tion contact the Association office.

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The parade HOME built by Jim West at 5103 Jackwood 
is a ranch style home with a rustic look from the out- 
side and a spanking modern look from the inside. 

It is constructed of brick, boards and batts and cedar 
shakes and has a roof of cedar shingles. The entry leads to 
the living room on the right, to the den straight ahead and 
to the bedroom wing on the left. 

The kitchen is equipped with disposer, dishwasher and 
work counters. 

The den is paneled in knotty pine and opens through 
glass sliding doors onto the patio. Across the patio is a 
large two-car garage with double sectional overhead com- 
pletely sealed in doors. The service room, lying between 
the garage and kitchen is equipped with Bendix washer 
and dryer. 

The master bedroom, facing the front of the house, has its 
own bath with dressing room. Both baths are of ceramic tile 
and have built-in vanitories. 




Other attractive features are Napko aluminum windows, Chrysler Airtemp 
air-conditioning, three telephone outlets with colored telephones, and com- 
plete landscaping. 

The house is furnished and draped in ranch style by Sud's Pine Ranch 
Furniture. 

Jim West is one of Houston's best known builders. He is a past president 
of the Houston Home Builders Association and is presently a member of 
the Board of Directors.

A semi-colonial home at 5106 Jackwood has been 
given a distinctive touch through the use of brick 
planters and unique wrought iron trim. 

Built by Leroy Walker and designed by Crochet and 
Carroll, architects, the carefully planned interior, fea- 
tures many built-ins, Parana pine paneling and open 
living arrangements. 

Construction is of pink Roman brick. The exterior has 
a large picture window and brick planter enclosing the 
entry porch. The spacious living room, dining area and 
family room flow together, with the family room opening 
via glass sliding doors onto a large concrete patio. 

The breakfast nook and kitchen are separated from the 
living area by a curved wall. The kitchen is paneled in 
birch and is fully equipped with Westinghouse built-ins 
in aqua green. They include oven and range, dishwasher, 
disposer, refrigerator and deep freeze. The breakfast nook 
has a large built-in china closet with glass sliding doors. 

The service room opens off the family room and connects the garage with 
the rest of the house. It has a Westinghouse electric hot water heater, also 
in aqua green. The two-car garage has several large storage closets. 

The bedroom wing can be entered both from the living room and the 
kitchen. A bath off the living room can be used as a guest bath as well as to 
serve the front and middle bedrooms. The master bedroom has its own bath 
and large double closets. 

The house has a cedar shingle roof and is air-conditioned with a Westing- 
house unit.

'T'he parade home built by Krist Hubert of Burkhardt and Hubert 
Construction Company is a luxuriously planned contemporary 
model of Holiday Hill stone and redwood. 

Located at 5107 Jackwood, it was designed by L. B. Wooters and 
has an exterior dramatically dominated by two large wrought iron 
gates, one at the entrance way and another at the driveway. This 
driveway gate is electrically controlled and opens to a carport that 
leads to the two-car garage. 

The entrance court leads to a flagstone foyer which opens into 
the living room on the right, the bedroom wing on the left, and the 
den in the center. The living room and dining room are separted 
and have sloping beamed ceilings and clerestory windows. 

The kitchen, opening off the dining room, is paneled in birch 
and has a Thermador oven and range, Revco built-in deep freeze 
and refrigerator and American dishwasher and disposer. 

The three bedrooms have built-in storage drawers in the closets. 

In the hall just off the center bath is a service room with Whirl- 
pool Imperial washer and dryer. This location is believed more con- 
venient than in the kitchen or garage area, where service rooms 
are usually located. 

The home is cooled and heated with a five-ton Worthington unit and it 
has radio and intercom throughout. 

It has a Thermo built-in shingle roof, and is completely furnished by 
Sembera in modern style. 

Builder Hubert has lived in Houston for 25 years. He entered the build- 
ing business seven years ago. He is the owner of the Hubert Lumber Com- 
pany, is a director of the Bellaire Chamber of Commerce and president elect 
of the Lions Club of Bellaire.

The living area at the back of the house and use of high 
windows provide privacy. Indoor-outdoor living is enjoyed in 
patio, den ajid living room areas. 

The front, of Norman Mexican pink brick and western 
cedar, also contains a "porch" planting area. 

The entrance way, paneled in oak with a beam ceiling and 
quarry tile floor, leads into the living-dining room, kitchen and 
bedroom wing. 

The living room, den and outdoor patio can be used as one 
large living area if desired. The living-dining room has a 
colored wood door separating it from the den. This entire sec- 
tion is oak paneled and has a beam ceiling. Den and living- 
dining room open by means of glass sliding doors onto the 
patio, covered by the main roof and enclosed by a vertical 
redwood fence. 

The Westinghouse all electric kitchen features built-ins in 
aqua color and oak cabinets, plus a serving bar. 

Large bedrooms all have an exposure with expanses of glass. The master 
bedroom has two huge closets and a private bath with dressing area. 

The two-car garage, with storage space, has entrances from the den and 
patio. 

Builder Hamlin entered the building business 20 years ago here. He has 
built in Meadowbrook, Red Bluff Terrace, Tanglewood, and Freeway Manor.

HE parade house at 5111 Jackwood is a modern 

beauty that brings the outside inside. 
Features include a screened-in garden area opening 
into the living and dining room; a back covered patio 
off the family room and breakfast area, and a child's play 
area lighted by white plastic dome skylights! 

Built by V. L. Yarbrough of the Yarbrough Building 
Co., the exterior is highlighted by four stained buttresses 
which form a partial ceiling for the garden area. 

The exterior is of pink desertone brick with western 
cedar boards and batting. 

The interior is distinguished by a living room which 
has a high window facing the front and 12 foot glass 
sliding doors opening onto the garden area. 

The family room has a suspended fireplace and is 
paneled in birch with cabinets to match. The flooring is 
cork and one wall is composed of glass sliding doors 
opening on the back patio. 

The kitchen has all electric built-ins, including yellow 
Westinghouse oven and range, dishwasher, and disposer. 
The bedroom wing is characterized by an oversize hall to be used as a play 
area for children. It is roofed by a plastic dome skylight, has a cork floor 
and a convenient drinking fountain. The master bedroom has its own bath 
with a dressing area, square sitdown tub and shower. 

The home has a Thermo roof of pink Tennessee marble chip, and is air- 
conditioned and heated with a General Electric unit. 
It is furnished by Sembera in modern furnishings. 

Mr. Yarbrough has lived in Houston for the past 15 years and has been 
in the home building business for four years. He previously was district 
manager of U. S. Gypsum Co. 

He has built homes in the $11,000 to $13,500 range in Freeway Manor.

The living room is separated from the other areas by 
a stone wall and has a large picture window fronting 
the house. The family room has large glass sliding doors 
onto a patio in the back of the house. 

The kitchen features all steel CMK cabinets, and is all 
electric with a Thermador range and oven, Westinghouse 
disposer, dishwasher and combination refrigerator deep 
freeze.

I's hard TO beat the magnetic charm of a red brick 
colonial home. 

This lovely model built by Stuart L. Campbell blends 
traditional modern. Designed by Dunaway and Jones, it 
is located at 5119 Jackwood. 

The exterior has a courtyard entrance way with three 
white columns and floor length windows. 

The floor plan follows the modern trend with open 
space arrangement and outdoor living area. 

The entrance hall leads to the living room, dining room 
and family room. The living room has a large bay window 
fronting the lot and is carpeted. It has a raised ceiling 
following the line of the rafters. 

The family room and kitchen flow together separated 
by a serving bar. The kitchen is all electric and paneled 
in birch cabinets and wallpaper trim. It is billed as an 
American Pioneer kitchen with L and H copper oven and 
range, American garbage disposer and dishwasher. 

The family room opens onto the outdoor living area which is concrete 
and has a covered walk leading to the detached garage. 

The bedroom wing opens off the family room and has a hall leading to all 
bedrooms and a bath, which can be used as guest bathroom. 

The home has a wood shingle roof and is air-conditioned with a Chrysler 
Airtemp unit. 

It is furnished by Waddeli's Colonial Shop.

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A parade HOME that will capture national as well as 
local attention is the model built by Robert W. 
Clemens at 51 IB jackwood. It is the Parents' Magazine 
and American Gas Association Home designed by local 
architects Charles Wilson and Mr, Clemens. 

The construction of this home incorporates the use of 
the new revolutionary steel frame system of construction 
being manufactured by the J & B Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Houston. 

The exterior is of old New Orleans brick, pinkish in 
color, with trim of baked enamel steel and aluminum 
frame windows. 

The floor plan includes a living room, dining room, family room,, 
kitchen, four bedrooms, utility room, two-car garage and several outdoor 
courts. 

Entry to the bedroom wing at the back of the house is via the kitchen 
and family room. The kitchen is in the center of the house, with easy access 
to every room. This feature was a part of the Parents' Magazine plan and 
is designed so that the housewife has visual control of the play areas on 
either side of the house, of the family room, front door and the entry as 
well as the rear bedroom. 

The living room and dining room are in an L-shape, separated by a massive brick 
fireplace extending through the exterior wall to an outdoor court. It has both an indoor 
and outdoor fireplace and is equipped with electric spit and cooking unit. 

The family room extends 24 feet across the width of the house and opens onto a 
play court. The brick fireplace acts as a divider for the outdoor living area, forming 
an adult entertaining court outside the living room. The open court side of the house 
has an almost continuous glass wall with sliding panels. 

Ceilings are of three-foot square perforated metal panels with baked enamel finish. 
A new ceiling material, it is attractive as well as acoustically advantageous. 

The home is furnished in contemporary style by Finger's Contract Supply Co. and 
is air-conditioned with a Servel unit. 

Mr. Clemens, Vice President of the J & B Manufacturing Co., in addition to being 
an architect and developer, is acting as the builder in introducing this new steel frame 
system to the market. Jack Thompson, the President of J & B Manufacturing Co.. and 
Mr. Clemens will direct the future marketing to builders of this locally developed 
steel system which is receiving so much national recognition. Mr. Clemens is an active 
member of the Houston Home Builders Association and is Chairman of the 1955 

Parade of Homes.

The G. A. fraser HOME at 5114 Jackwood was skillfully 
planned for gracious living in the modern sense. The 
exterior is of pink Mexican brick veneer, Arkansas stone and 
redwood paneling. 

The large living room and den are divided by a stone planter 
box decorated with obscure glass. The den opens onto an out- 
door living area that is enclosed on three sides and entirely 
covered. 

One wall of the living room is stone with adjoining plate 
glass overlooking the front planter box. A cased opening leads 
into the dining room, which also has a large plate glass and 
awning type window. Shadowed paneling covers the walls with 
redwood beamed ceiling. 

The den, kitchen and breakfast room follow the open plan- 
ning arrangement, with a serving bar separating the three 
areas. The kitchen is equipped with Westinghouse built-ins, 
including dishwasher, deep freeze and refrigerator, oven and 
range and disposer. It also has all steel Geneva cabinets and 
Textolite drain boards. Bathroom fixtures in colors by Ameri- 
can Standard. 

The service room is equipped with a table top electric hot 
water heater and combination washer and dryer by Westing- 
house. 

The bedroom wing opens off the den with a hall to insure 
complete privacy. The master bedroom has a large glass sliding 
door to the outdoor living area and a master bathroom with 
built-in vanitory, square Restol tub and dressing area. 

Other features include a brick wall cooking area in the kitchen complete 
with fireplace, and Chrysler Airtemp air conditioning. Sewall paints are 
being used exclusively in the decoration scheme. 

The home was designed by Matt Howard, Jr., and is furnished by Pascoe- 
Houston. The awning type windows used throughout are by Air Control 
Products Co. 

Mr. Fraser has been in the building business for 25 years. A native of 
Houston, he has built in West University Place, South Side Place, Bellaire, 
Bering Estates, and other areas.

f~\NE OF the most exciting new homes in 
the Parade is the flat top, structural steel 
house at 5146 Jackwood. 

Built by W. K. "Buck" King and designed 
by Burdette Keeland, it expounds a new con- 
cept of home design and living. Parade vis- 
itors will probably find the most unusual 
feature of the house is its exposed steel 
beams. Structure is expressed throughout the 
house following the idea that modern archi- 
tecture should not falsify structure by cover- 
ing it with brick or wood or any other ma- 
terial. The exterior is of brick and steel 
columns painted white. 

The floor plan includes a living room, 
family room and kitchen, three bedrooms, 
two baths, storage room, two-car garage and 
large patio. 

The entire home is built around the patio. The plan is U-shaped with the 
patio in the center and all areas of the house opening onto it. The entry way 
leads into the patio, which is covered with a steel lattice. This lattice work 
serves to break the line of the flat top roof as well as to make an attractive 
covering for the patio. 

The exterior walls of the bedrooms are almost completely glass with the 
master bedroom having floor to ceiling glass with sliding doors. 

The family room and kitchen are separated by a kitchen work unit counter. 
This counter is a Q^-foot expanse at convenient working level and is 
equipped with complete General Electric built-in s, including dishwasher, 
range and oven, disposer, automatic washer and dryer. It is the city's first 
GE installation of this type. 

Walls throughout the house are of brick, glass and asbestos. The home is 
completely fireproof. 

It is furnished in modern style by Knoll Associates of New York. 

Builder King has lived in Houston since 1938. He attended Rice Institute 
and entered the home building industry in 1946. He is the son of Houston's 
well known builder C. E. King.

A GRACIOUS EARLY AMERICAN ranch type home with an 
exterior of redwood and cedar shakes with brick trim 
is on parade at 5155 Jackwood. Built by S. E. McCrory 
and J. G. Baldwin of McBal Construction Co., it was 
designed by architects Dunaway and Jones. 

The courtyard porch covers the main entry way and 
also the driveway to the double garage. The entrance 
foyer has a brick wall with ranch plank flooring. 

The living room and family room flow together, joined 
by a beam ceiling. The family room opens onto a large 
enclosed patio which can be used as an outdoor family 
room. It is landscaped and made private by means of a 
brick wall on one side and redwood fence on the other. 

The kitchen has a Westinghouse built-in oven and 
range, a combination built-in refrigerator and deep freeze, 
one on top of the other, an automatic washer and dryer, 
dishwasher and disposer. 

The bedroom wing of the home is completely private. The master bedroom 
has large windows overlooking the patio and its own bath. The outer bath 
lies directly off the hall and can be used as a guest bathroom. The middle 
room is paneled in birch and the front bedroom has large windows and 
double closets.

The LeRoy Walker home at 5159 Jack- 
wood is a house literally built around the 
patio. A semi-modern design, it follows the 
indoor-outdoor living plan completely. 

Constructed of Mexican brick and Western 
cedar with several glass walls opening onto 
the spacious patio, complete privacy is pro- 
vided through several brick planters around 
the outer section of the patio. 

Designed with an eye for children, the 
home has a large quarry tile gallery off the 
hall of the bedroom wing, ideal for play. The 
middle bedroom has folding doors onto the 
gallery, which in turn has glass sliding doors 
onto the patio. 

The living room, dining room, kitchen and 
family room flow together in an open plan- 
ning that makes for relaxed and comfortable 
living. All these rooms have glass sliding 
doors onto the patio. 

The dining room is highlighted by a conti- 
nental wallpaper scene on one wall and a

The kitchen is all-electric with Hot Point built-in oven and range, dish- 
washer, disposer, refrigerator and deep freeze. 

The home has air-conditioning, seven telephone outlets, including one in 
the patio, with phones to match room colors, double doors at the entrance 
way, indirect lighting on the patio, wrought iron entry gates and a two-car 
carport with three large storage closets.

The CONSTRUCTION STORY of home building is illustrated in the 
parade home at 8714 Pritchett. This contemporary model 
has exposed interior sections to show visitors the materials and 
construction methods that go into home building. 

"Cut-a-way" features shown include the foundation slab and 
levels, air-conditioning ducts, ceiling insulation and construction, 
wall composition, wiring, plumbing, and other interesting phases 
of building. 

The exterior is of brick and V- joint wood siding. It is a con- 
temporary design by Duane Myers and Associates. The home is 
built around the terrace and family room, located at the center. 
Special feature of design includes two outdoor areas, one opening 
off the family room to be used as an adult outdoor entertaining 
section, and another behind the garage to double as a children's 
play area and utility yard. 

Accentuating the exterior is a sloping roof section with window 
gables and a brick planter forming a patio entry way. The entrance 
has a brick wall to the family room, serving to separate the dining 
area, living room and family room. To the left of the entrance is 
the living room which has glass sliding doors onto the adult 
terrace and high strip windows overlooking the front of the house. 
To the right of the entrance way is the dining area, which opens 
onto the kitchen at the front of the house. 

The kitchen is equipped with Westinghouse built-ins and has a folding wall 
which can separate it completely from the dining area. 

The bedroom wing opens from the family room and is spread across the 
back of the house. The master bedroom has glass sliding doors onto the adult 
terrace and a complete master bath. All three bedrooms have much window 
exposure and the children's bedrooms open onto the outdoor play area, so 
that youngsters need not travel through other parts of the house. 

The two-car garage opens into a laundry room equipped with Westinghouse 
washer and dryer. The home is air-conditioned with a General Electric unit.
